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THE TROY MISSIONARY CONFERENCE. 

THE arrangements announced last month for a Missionary Conference to 
be held in the City of Troy on the 6th, 7th and 8th of May were most success- 
fully carried out. This was largely due to the very complete arrangements of 
the local Committee, which consisted of the Clergy of the city and of one 
layman from each parish. The hospitality provided was abundant. The 
Clergy of the Diocese had been invited to be present and sixty-five of them ac- 
cepted the invitation and were entertained by Church families, as were also 
the appointed speakers and guests. Allin attendance upon the Conference, in- 
cluding the ladies connected with the Woman’s Auxiliary, were invited to 
luncheon on the 7th at the Rectory of the Holy Cross, and the Clergy and 
other guests to a reception on the evening of the 8th at St. Paul’s Rectory. 
The local committee also provided for all the expenses of the meetings includ- 
ing the travelling expenses of the speakers. 

At the opening Service in St. John’s Church on Tuesday evening, the 7th, 
the Bishop, who presided throughout the sessions, and seventeen of the Clergy 
were in the chancel. Evening Prayer wassaid by the Rev. Dr. Reese, Rector of 
St. Paul’s Church, the Rey. Dr. Battershall, Rector of St. Peter’s Church, and 
the Rey. Dr. Norton, Dean of All Saints’ Cathedral, all of Albany; the Rey. 
T. A. Snively, Rector, making the announcements. The Rev. Phillips Brooks, 
D.D., Rector of Trinity Church, Boston, preached from the text, Nehemiah 
xiii., 43, ‘So that the joy of Jerusalem was heard even afar off.” ‘The sermon 
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was largely the outcome of his own observation of Missionary work in India. 
The music which was rendered by the choir of the parish was of high order, 
and this should also be said of the music at the Communion Service the next 
morning, and on Wednesday and Thursday evenings. 

The Holy Communion was celebrated in the Church of the Holy Cross on 
the morning of the 7th by the Bishop of the Diocese, who in a felicitous man- 
ner welcomed the Conference and the speakers to his diocese. The Bishop was 
assisted in the Service by the Rev. Dr. Carey, Rector of Bethesda Church, 
Saratoga Springs, the Rev. Dr. Norton, and the Rev. Dr. Tucker, Rector. 
After the benediction, reports of the Corresponding Secretary and Treasurer of 
the Diocesan Branch of the Woman’s Auxiliary were read, when the ladies re- 
tired to the adjoining school-room to transact their business and to listen to an 
address upon the subject of woman’s work in connection with the Missions of 
the Church from Miss Julia C. Emery, Secretary. 

On the afternoons of the 7th and 8th in St. Paul’s Parish House the meet- 
ings for informal discussion were held. At the former the general topic—Do- 
mestic Missions—was opened by the Secretary of the Domestic Committee fol- 
lowed by the Rev. Dr. Battershall, after which remarks were made by the Rev. 
Cornelius L. Twing, of St. Thomas’ Mission, Brooklyn (E. D.), and, with regard 
to the work among the colored people of the South, by the Rev. Dr. Lindsay, the 
Rev. Mr. Kimber and others. The Secretary inviting questions touching the 
work, several were asked which led to a pleasant and animated discussion. At 
the similar meeting on the 8th, the general topic being Foreign Missions, the: 
discussion was opened by the Secretary of the Foreign Committee. The Rev. 
Daniel M. Bates, a former Missionary to China, was prevented from attendance 
by illness in his family. He was, however, at the pains to reduce to writing 
what he would have said had he been present, and the paper was read by Mr. 
J. M. Gardiner, Head-master of St. Paul’s School, Tokio, Japan. The Rev. 
C. T. Blanchet followed, giving much interesting information about the practical 
work of the Mission in the city mentioned where he has labored for over ten 
years, and responding to a number of questions. Remarks were also made by 
the Rev. Dr. Harison, Rector of St. Paul’s Church, Troy, and the Rev. Mr. 
Flichtner with regard to the work in Mexico, the latter confining himself 
to a statement of the remarkable opening for Church work in the City of 
Mexico among English and American residents. At the close of the meeting 
the Rey. C. Ellis Stevens, Secretary of the Church Society for the Promotion 
of Christianity Amongst the Jews, the last recognized Auxiliary to the Board, 
was granted space to make a statement concerning the work in which he is 
interested. . 

At the evening meeting in Christ Church on the 7th there were fifteen 
clergymen in the chancel. The brief Service was said by the Rev. Dr. Carey, 
and the Rev. James W. Stewart, Rector of Trinity Church, Athens; the Rev. 
J. N. Mulford, Rector, announcing the hymns, etc. The addresses were made 
by the Rev. Leonard K. Storrs, Rector of St. Paul’s Church, Brookline, Mass. 
the Rev. Melville Boyd, Rector of All Saints’ Church, Brooklyn, and the Rae 
John S. Lindsay, D.D., Rector of St. John’s Church, Georgetown, D. C. and 
Chaplain of the House of Representatives. 1 
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At the closing meeting on Thursday evening the 8th, there were ten 
of the Clergy in the chancel. A brief Service was said by the Rey. Mr. Kim- 
ber, the Rev. Mr. Flichtner reading the Lesson. The Rev. Mr. Bacchus of 
Brooklyn telegraphed that he was unable to be present. His place was filled 
by one of his own parishioners, Mr. Sidney C. Partridge, soon to be ordained, 
and, as announced in the last number, under appointment to the China Mission. 
Mr. Partridge was followed by the Rev. W. W. Kirkby, p.p., who spoke in 
the interest of Domestic Missions, and the Rey. Frederick Courtney, s.7.p., 
Rector of St. Paul’s Church, Boston, who spoke in the interest of the work 
among the Jews. 

Notwithstanding the weather was stormy during the entire Conference, 
there was a full attendance upon all the evening meetings, St. John’s Church 
being crowded at the opening Service, and representative congregations being 
present at the Communion Service and the afternoon meetings. It was the 
opinion of those who had had the best opportunity to judge, that altogether 
this was one of the most successful Conferences that has been held under the 
present organization of this Society.

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A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER. 

THE following communication from the Treasurer of the Domestic Com- 
mittee, which is published in the various Church papers of this date, should be 
carefully perused and receive immediate attention. ‘To the Treasurer’s ‘‘ Rule 
of Three” which we trust will be generally adopted, we would add, that to meet 
the appropriations and close the year on the first of September, free from debt, 
the Committee will require about $1,000 a day. Are there not one hundred 


churches or individuals, or combinations of churches or individuals who will 


assume, each, the expenses of Domestic Missions for one day? Such a course has 
been adopted by the contributors to another missionary society whose treasury 
is in precisely the same condition as ours. Shall Churchmen be less ready and 
less liberal in providing for the work which has been undertaken by their 
representatives, under their direction? We would, at the same time, suggest 
that churches which have already contributed but whose offerings have been less 
this year than heretofore, should, before the year closes, make a supplementary 
offering, which shall restore them to their customary place in the list of con- 
tributors and also provide for this, the Church’s pressing emergency.

It has seemed to me that the condition of the Treasury of the Domestic Committee 
of the Board of Missions is a matter of such serious import to the Church that I may be 
pardoned for intruding upon your space to lay before your readers the following compara- 
tive figures: 
The Domestic Treasury now needs to meet its appropriations for 


the current year ending September 1st, 1884, - - - $95,994 06 
At the corresponding period in 1883 it needed - - - - 50,501 49 
A difference of = - - - - - - - - - . $45,492 87 


or nearly 100 per cent. more than was needed last year. 
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When it is remembered that we ran short last year of collecting the $50,501.49 by 
over $14,000—that is, that we collected about $36, 000—it will be observed that we need to 
collect this year nearly three dollars to every one given last year, When it is remembered, 
too, that the necessity for an increase of appropriations is being almost irresistibly forced 
upon the Domestic Committee by the absolute needs of the work, the gravity of the situa- 
tion can be appreciated. I do not think that any words can add to the lesson of the 
figures, and I cannot but believe that if our generous Churchmen could be brought to 
realize the urgent necessity for additional donations, and the great danger that the work 
must be abandoned—for its curtailment is practically impossible—they would respond 
with liberality, and save the Domestic Committee from the great anxiety from which it is 


now suffering.

HISTORY OF THE MISSIONARY DISTRICT OF UTAH AND IDAHO. 


By THe Rr. Rey. DANIEL 8. TUTTLE, 8.T.D. 


In October, 1866, the House of Bishops, 
at a special meeting held in New York City, 
set apart Montana, Idaho and Utah to be a 
Missionary District. A day or two after, 
they appointed the Rev. Daniel Sylvester 
Tuttle, Rector of Zion Church, Morris, Otse- 
go County, New York, to be the Missionary 
Bishop of Montana, having jurisdiction also 
in Idaho and Utah. 

It was not known to the Bishops electing 
that Mr. Tuttle was only twenty-nine years 
old. He reached the age of canonical re- 
quirement on the 26th of January ensuing, 
and was consecrated in Trinity Chapel, New 
York City, May 1st, 1867, Bishop Hopkins 
being consecrator, and Bishop Randall 
preacher. 

To one who has examined the matter 
thoughtfully, or whose Jot it has been to 
learn concerning it by experience, it will 
doubtless be manifest that the missionary 
operations of the Church in new fields are 
most firmly founded and best set forward by 
the going before of the Missionary Bishop in 
preparatory work and visitation. He, mark- 
ing his ground and knowing his people, can 
best decide upon, select and call the fellow 
Missionaries fit to help him do the needed 
work. He can evoke in a wholesome way 
from the very first the local self-help of the 
people of the field; a very necessary thing to 
be done, if the growth of true Christian 
zeal and self-denial is to be the happy law 
of the infant parishes, instead of the pau- 
perizing habit of the receiving of gifts when 
and where they are not, or honestly ought 
not to be, needed. 


He can closely watch and guide the 
young; and he can start the thoughts and 
pave the way of many a fit lad here and there 
toward personal service in the Holy Minis- 
try; and in numerous ways that we may 
not stop to recount he can give such unity, 
vigor, responsibility, harmony and growth to 
the work in his field, as no other human 
agency so effectually can do. 

Religious bodies who have flung away 
the apostolic order have discovered this 
truth. And in their missionary activities 
they are laboriously groping their way back 
to get hold of episcopacy, by sending to 
their missionary fields the supervising 
‘*Synodical Missionary”? (as the Presby- 
terians are doing), or their ‘‘ Superinten- 
dent of Missions” (as the Methodists and 
Congregationalists and Baptists are doing). 

Bishop Tuttle’s assignment to Episcopal 
duty was a signal instance of the excellent 
method of the Church. He was sent to 
plough in absolutely virgin soil, save that 
Bishop Scott of Oregon had once visited one 
or two towns in Idaho in 1864; and during 
that year and the next the Rev. St. Michael 
Fackler, doing missionary service in Boisé 
City, Idaho, had there gathered a congrega- 
tion and built a smal] church. No Mission- 
ary of the Church had ever been in Montana 
or in Utah, and, with the above-mentioned 
exceptions, none in Idaho. Mr. Fackler 
was a godly and well learned man, and a 
faithful and loving pastor. His memory is 
enshrined in the grateful and affectionate 
hearts of the older Church people in Boisé 
and is preserved for the generations to come, 
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in the name of ‘St. Michael’s” reverently 


given to their church and parish. Mr. 
Fackler left Boisé early in 1866 and died a 
few months later while en route for a visit 
to the Atlantic States. So it happened that, 
at Bishop Tuttle’s consecration, he was sent 
forth to serve a people who had absolutely 
no earthly one to look to for pastorship but 
himself. 

He secured for himself at once four help- 
ers; the Rev. Messrs. Geo. W. Foote, Thos. 
W. Haskins, Edward N. Goddard, and Geo. 
D. B. Miller. 

The two former went together to the field, 
preceding the Bishop, reaching Salt Lake 
City the last of April, 1867, and holding 
their first Services there on the first Sunday 
in May. During all the years elapsing since, 
not one Lord’s Day of them all has passed 
without the celebration of the regular Ser- 
vices of the Church in Salt Lake City. 

The two latter, with the Bishop, left the 
East on May 22d, and arrived in Salt Lake, 
July 2d, 1867. The wife and sister of the 
Rev. Mr. Foote accompanied them, the lat- 
ter to take work as teacher, 

It was in the days before the trans-conti- 
nental railway. Marauding and murdering 
Indians were rampant upon the plains over 
which the stage-coaches wended their tedious 
way. The stage agents required the Bishop 
and his party to purchase and carry rifles, 
and their consequent belligerent appearance 
contrasted strangely with the real peaceable- 
ness of their mission. 

In the year 1866, a Congregational minis- 
ter by the name of McLeod was the Chap- 
lain at Camp Douglas, a post of the United 
States Army near Salt Lake. And a few 
Gentiles (@. ¢., people not Mormons) in the 
city had erected a building for social and 
literary purposes and called it ‘‘ Indepen- 
dence Hall.” 

Here Mr. McLeod sometimes preached, 
and a Gentile Sunday school was gathered. 
Dr. Robinson, the superintendent of this 
Sunday-school, was, in October, 1866, foully 
murdered by the Mormons, with whom he 
was engaged in strenuous legal controversy 
over the title to some property. After that 
murder Mr. McLeod withdrew from the city, 
and soon from the garrison. When Messrs. 
Foote and Haskins arrived, the Sunday- 
school was promptly turned over to them, 
and the Church Services from the first were 
held in Independence Hall, and were con- 


tinuously held there until the completion of 
St. Mark’s Cathedral, in 1871. 

For three years the Church Missionaries 
were the only ones at work among the Mor- 
mons in Utah. After that at different times 
representatives of the various religious 
bodies came. During the three years the 
postmaster of the city, a godly Christian 
man and a Methodist, asked to be confirmed 
by Bishop Tuttle, with the proviso made 
by himself that when he ‘‘should go to live 
again where there isa Methodist Church,” he 
should ‘‘have leave to be a Methodist again.” 
Some time after, by removal elsewhere, he 
took opportunity to enjoy the liberty he had 
made provision for. But, by and by, a let- 
ter came from him to the Bishop honestly 
avouching that somehow he could not find 
in the Methodist service now the devotion 
and edification he wanted, and that he had 
resolved to become a regular attendant 
where he could go on using the Prayer 
Book. He is now a valued churchman and 
vestryman in Iowa. 

As the Church was first in efficient mis- 
sionary work in Utah, so was she among the 
first elsewhere. In Montana the Bishop 
found two Methodist ministers and one 
Methodist church-building; and two Roman 
Catholic priests for the whites, and four for 
the Indians, and four churches; and one Pres- 
byterian minister had been there, and after a 
short period of fruitless labor had gone away. 
In Idaho were one Roman Catholic priest and 
one Methodist minister, all told, and no 
buildings; while a Baptist minister had come 
and gone, leaving a church-building but no 
congregation. 

Leaving Messrs. Foote and Haskins to care 
for Salt Lake City, and sending Mr. Miller 
to take charge of Boisé City, the Bishop with 
Mr. Goddard pushed on by stage five hun- 
dred miles north into Montana. These two 
were the Church’s pioneers in the last named 
Territory. For two years and more they re- 
sided in the Territory and gave personal 
efforts toward preaching the Word and min- 
istering the Sacraments there; and for thir- 
teen years the Bishop annually made a long 
and careful visitation, until in 1880 Montana 
was erected into a separate Missionary Dis- 
trict, under its present most devoted and 
efficient chief pastor, Bishop Brewer. Its 
detailed early history, therefore, will proper- 
ly range itself under the record of that 
separate district. 
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In October, 1880, at the General Conven- 
tion, Bishop Tuttle was declared by the 
House of Bishops to be the Missionary Bish- 
op of Utah, with jurisdiction in Idaho. He 
retained charge of Montana also, for Bishop 
Brewer, up to January ist, 1881. 

As has been stated, Messrs. Foote and 
Haskins were the pioneer laborers of the 
Church in Utah. At their first Service in 
May, 1867, they found three communicants, 
one of whom still remains as the devoted 
organist of St. Mark’s Cathedral. Mr. Foote 
had been assistant to the Rev. Dr. Vinton of 
St. Mark’s, N. Y., and Mr. Haskins was 
nephew of the esteemed Rector of St. 
Mark’s, Brooklyn, E. D. Therefore they 
heartily agreed to name their Mission St. 
Mark’s. Eleven persons were confirmed at 
the first Confirmation, held July 14th, 1867. 
At the first Ordination, Sept. 19th, 1869, 
the Rev. Mr. Haskins was advanced to the 
Priesthood. 

The two pioneers quickly decided that the 
instruction of the young must be the special 
feature of missionary work in Utah, and the 
Bishop, on his arrival, as quickly approved 
their decision. The Mormons, mainly, 
made the population of this Territory. They 
had first settled there in July, 1847, and now 
numbered about one hundred thousand. 
Most of them were earnest religious fanatics. 
As such they claimed to have, in addition to 
the Old and New Testaments, which they 
acknowledged to be the Word of Gop, two 
other sacred books of His Word, the Book of 
Mormon, and the Book of Doctrines and 
Covenants. The latter is the written record 
of the utterances of Joseph Smith and 
Brigham Young promulgated as revelations 
from Heaven. And furthermore, the living 
oracles, their ‘‘ prophets, seers and revela- 
tors’ (as the chief leaders were called) were 
constantly unfolding to them Gop’s revealed 
will. These people, obviously, would have 
no need for, and would be quite above the 
folly of listening to, our evangelizing ex- 
hortations. 

On the other hand, those of the Mormons 
who had become lukewarm, or indifferent 
or apostatizing toward their own faith, 
naturally gravitated to extremes of unbelief, 
and were fixedly unwilling to listen again to 
the claims of any supernatural system what- 
ever. Recognizing the imperviousness of 
the adults, the Missionaries determined to 
open a school for the children, feeling sure 


that they could gather many from the latter 
class of families into it. On July 2d, 1867, 
they opened such a school with sixteen 
pupils. That school has multiplied into five 
in Utah, in which more than seven hundred 
pupils are now in daily attendance. From 
among such pupils the Bishop has confirmed 
more than two hundred young men and 
women. Two out of their number (the Rev. 
S. Unsworth, of Ogden, Utah, and the Rev. 
F. W. Crook, of Boisé City, Idaho) are his 
helping Missionaries, and five more, two at 
Union College, two at St. Stephen’s College, 
and one at Ogden, are studying for the Holy 
Ministry. 

The head-masters of St. Mark’s School 
have been the Rev. T. W. Haskins, the Rev. 
J. M. Turner, and the Rev. G. D. B. Miller, 
the present incumbent. 

Of St. Mark’s Parish the Bishop is, ew- 
officio, rector. The chief assistant is pastor 
of the cathedral congregation. Of these 
there have been three; the Rev. G. W. 
Foote, the Rey. R. M. Kirby, and the Rev. 
N. F. Putnam, the present incumbent. 

St. Paul’s Chapel, Salt Lake City, built of 
red sandstone at a cost of over twenty thou- 
sand dollars, was opened for divine Service 
in October, 1880, and consecrated in March, 
1881. It was erected by a family in New 
York City in memory of a sister departed. 
Its first pastor was the Rev. S. Unsworth; 
its second and present one, the Rev. C. M. 
Armstrong. Other assistants who have served 
in St. Mark’s Parish are the Rev. Edward 
Pidsley, the Rev. H. L. Foote, the Rev. H. 
H. Prout, and temporarily, the Rev. W. C. 
Prout. 

St. Mark’s Hospital was opened April 
30th, 1872. Itis mainly supported by the 
monthly dues of miners in the surrounding 
region who are entitled to the benefits of the 
hospital if disabled by sickness. The build- 
ings cost ten thousand dollars, and the 
yearly number of patients treated is five 
hundred and thirty-five, at a current expense 
of more than eleven thousand dollars. The 
Rey. R. M. Kirby was its founder and pro- 
moter, and the Rev. C. M. Armstrong is its 
present Superintendent. ‘‘ Rowland Hall,” 
a boarding-school for girls in Salt Lake, was 
opened in September, 1881. It now has 
seventeen boarders and sixty day pupils. 

In 1870, the Rev. J. L. Gillogly, immedi- 
ately upon receiving Deacon’s Orders at 
Berkeley Divinity School, came to Ogden, — 
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Utah. Most faithfully and efficiently he did 


the Master’s work there till his sudden death 
in February, 1881. The Rev. Mr. Unsworth 
is his successor. 

The Church of the Good Shepherd, 
Ogden, costing eleven thousand dollars, was 
built in 1874 as a memorial by a family in 
New York City. The school of the Good 
Shepherd is most admirably managed by the 
Rev. Chas. G. Davis, who also has charge, 
as Missionary, of the Chapel of the Good 
Samaritan, at Corinne. For. a short time, 


McD. Bleecker is the present Missionary in 
charge. 

The Church in Utah constantly extends to 
the sojourning Gentiles her spiritual minis- 
trations in Word and Sacraments ; but her 
greatest missionary success in influencing the 
native inhabitants is secured by means of her 
schools. While no overt acts of hostility 
are manifested, the Mormon faith presents a 
steady, unbroken front of moral opposition 
to all forms and enterprises of Christian en- 
deavor. Seldom is there an instance of an

several years ago, the Rev. Ballard 8. Dunn 
was a resident Missionary at Corinne. 

At Plain City, a dozen miles from Ogden, 
St. Paul’s School was started by Mr. Gillo- 
gly, of which Mr. Unsworth still keeps 
charge. Other assistants who have served 
at Ogden are the Rev. E. N. Goddard, 
the Rev. P. McD. Bleecker, and temporari- 
ly, the Rev. Dudley Chase, Chaplain U. 8. A. 

Church work was begun at Logan, Utah, 
in 1873, by the Rev. W. H. Stoy, and St. 
John’s School established. The Rev. P.

adult Mormon coming directly into the 
Church. Most of the aggressive work, be- 
yond unperceived moral influences, has been 
accomplished through the education of the 
young; though there has been considerable 
accession to the Church from apostate Mor- 
mons originally brought up in the Church of 
England. 

St. Michael’s, Boisé City, Idaho, is the 
mother parish of all Bishop Tuttle’s field. 
Under him its rectors have been the Rev. G. 
D. B. Miller, the Rev. J. P. Lytton, the 
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Rev. W. Bollard, the Rev. I. T. Osborn, 
and the present one, the Rev. G. H. Davis. 
Other assistants who have served here are, the 
Rev. H. L. Foote and the Rev. F. W. Crook. 
Mr. Crook, making his residence in. Boisé, 
does missionary work in the towns of the

Another 
instance this of how the Prayer Book 
Church is now-a-days doing most efficient 
pioneering work, Mr. Osborn holds regular 
Services also in three other adjacent towns ; 
though as yet he has not seen his way to 
build a church. 

At the time of Bishop Tuttle’s first annual 
report, August 81st, 1867, he had three 
clergymen with him in Utah and Idaho, one 
church-building, thirty-three communicants, 
and one hundred and twenty Sunday-school 
children. 

By the seventeenth annual report, August 
ist, 1883, there are eleven clergymen, five 
churches, five school-houses, five rectories, 
and one Bishop’s house ; eight young men 
studying for Holy Orders; seven hundred 
and twenty-eight communicants, nine hun- 
dred and thirty Sunday-school pupils, and 
church property to the value of one hundred 


and ninety-five thousand one hundred and 
fifty dollars. 

Two mortgages are upon the church prop- 
erty; one for one thousand dollars on ‘“‘Row- 
land Hall,” and one for nearly the same 
amount on the Church of the Nativity, Lew- 
iston. Besides, the Bishop owes about four 
thousand dollars which he has been com- 
pelled to borrow and advance for keeping 
the missionary activities in good condition, 
and for repaying which he is now anxiously 
planning and earnestly appealing. 

Three parishes, St. Mark’s, Salt Lake; St. 
Michael’s, Boisé; and the Good Shepherd, 
Ogden, are self-supporting. 

With a Laus Deo for what has been well 
done, and a Deus Misereatur for the much 
that has been done amiss, and for the more 
that has been left undone, the workers in 
this Missionary district beg to submit the 
preceding record, 


MISSIONARY INTELLIGENCE. 


Fuoripa.—The Missionary at Cedar Keys 
calls attention to a condition of things 
which is very serious, as the future develup- 
ment of his field is affected thereby. His 
policy in preparing now for the wants which 
will be felt more hereafter is a very wise 
one: ‘‘It has been a period of some encour- 
agement in our work, with a shadow of 
future discouragement. We have lost, by 
removal, some of our most active members. 
We have had a much less number of winter 
visitors than we had last year. This is 
mainly due to the greater facilities of travel- 
ling, and the unfortunate condition of our 
city and its hotels. The opening of the 
railroad through the central portion of the 
State to the Gulf at Tampa, is already affect- 
ing this place, and will in the future 
greatly injure it. Its future growth, if any, 
is very problematical. From all the facts, 
I can see no encouraging prospect of any 
rapid progress in the Church’s growth here. 
Relatively, we are more than holding our 
own. We have the church building ina very 
comfortable condition, and we hope to be able 
to erect a rectory the coming season. Jam 
pressing the parish to provide everything 
they can now, so as to lessen the burden of 
sustaining a rector in the future, when they 
may not be as able to do so as at present. 
In my outside mission work, I have, in some 


respects, much encouragement. People 
like the earlier settlers of Florida are very 
hard to move from their settled state of 
apathy. No one unacquainted with them 
can realize the amount of persistent effort it 
requires to move them to action. They will 
listen, and listen, and apparently assent to 
all you say, but there they remain, without 
the thought of moving a step in obedience 
to the demands you make upon them. It 
is only by persistent labor, pressing, press- 
ing little by little upon them, that any good 
can be accomplished. Taking a single view ' 
of the whole year I can see that much good 
has been accomplished, and hence I am 
thankful. It is almost wholly a work of chari- 
ty, for they are not able to pay; and many of 
them obtain their living with the greatest 
difficulty, and that living is a mere subsist- 
ence. During Lent I shall have daily Ser- 
vices, here and in the Missions. So far as I 
can learn, my work here is very acceptable to 
the people.” 


Wisconsin.--The Rev. H. B. Dean gives 
a graphic account of mission work and mis- 
sionary life in Wisconsin: ‘I arrived 
at this place onthe 4th of January and 
began my work immediately, Bishop 
Brown desired me to take the station at Fox 
Lake, ten miles distant, together with Wau- 
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pun—though the former is in the Diocese of 
Wisconsin—as he and Bishop Welles had an 
understanding upon the subject. This ex- 
plains how I came to be a sort of diminutive 
missionary colossus bestriding the strait 
which separates two dioceses. On Wednes- 
day, January 16th, I first went to Fox Lake. 
Imet with but little encouragement and with 
a great deal of opposition. I was assured that 
it was of no use totry to revive the church; 
that there were too many churches in town 
already ; that it would be impossible for 
me to come across the country on Sundays 
through the terrible weather which some- 
times prevails here. By the advice of Bishop 
Brown I went forward with the work, and 
there has been a most encouraging growth 
from the first. I have not missed a Sunday 
yet, though to ride ten miles in an open 
sleigh with the thermometer below zero, or 
in the teeth of a driving storm, after preach- 
ing and two Services in the morning, is 
sometimes rather serious work. I seem not 
to have suffered any permanent injury from 
the exposure, however, in spite of my weak 
lungs, for whose sake I left my delightful 
Maryland parish. The work at Waupun 
shows really delightful progress. The atten- 
dance on the Sunday-school is nearly 
doubled. I have the promise of a large 
class for Confirmation after Easter. The 
Lenten Services are largely attended.” 


Jowa.—From Garden Grove the Rev. Mr. 
Degen writes: ‘‘ We live in a poor section 
of the State, where we have had a failure of 
the crops for three successive years, and 
work progresses slowly. We continue to 
hold our own, however, and are winning, I 
think, a permanent hold upon the confidence 
and esteem of the people, who at first looked 
upon our Church with some aversion, know- 
ing nothing about her, and classing us with 
Romanists.” 


Fonp pu Lac.—The Rey. Francis Moore 
says: ‘‘At Omro we are growing in num- 
bers and earnestness. In the little room over 
the grocery-store, filled oftentimes with 
kitchen odors and noise from below, our con- 
gregation not only bravely holds it own, but 
is on the steady, healthy increase. We to-day 
secure the lot for the new church, in the 
most eligible location in Omro. We have 
already promised by Church folks in Omro 
only, about six hundred dollars, good re- 


sion at Oneida: 


liable promises; haven’t called on outsiders 
yet. The church with lot is to cost eight 
hundred and fifty or nine hundred dol- 
lars. So you see we are pretty sure of get- 
ting up the church this spring or summer, 
furnished and paid for, lot and all. It isn’t 
necessary for me to tell you all about how I 
have had to rough it this winter. Dropping 
Berlin I dropped three hundred dollars out 
of salary. But I never saw a more promising 
field than Omro; couldn’t think of forsaking 
it. And Butte des Morts promises to show a 
stronger life than she has ever had, al- 
though the severe weather and my bad colds 
have made it impossible for me to work it 
up as I wish to. I have four little children. 
Surely, we poor Missionaries are blessed 
with cares, but thanks be to the good ladies 
of St. Mark’s, New York City, they are all 
well clothed.” 


The Rev. Mr. Goodnough says of the 
work of the Hobart Church Indian Mis- 
‘¢The Mission work has 
been steadily carried on during the past 
three months. The winter has been more 
severe than usual with us, yet the Indians 
have been attentive to their Church duties ; 
and sometimes it has cheered me up greatly 
to see my flock plodding for miles through 
the snow to meet to worship the true Gop. 
Then again I have been as greatly depressed 
by the fact that our ‘House of Prayer’ 
should be so cold and comfortless; so unwor- 
thy of the name.” 


Mrinnesota.—From Faribault comes the 
same story of cold and snow. ‘The Rev. Mr. 
Petersen writes: ‘‘Had I been quite well it 
would have been of little help to travel, as 
the incredible masses of snow would have 
hindered the people to gather together; and 
worse than this—in many places in Dakota 
the trains have been abandoned and no one 
can tell what has become of the passengers, 
I have myself, three years ago, in eighteen 
hours been snow-bound on the wild prairies 
of Dakota, without food and water, and I 
know, therefore, by experience what this 
will say. Itis quite a study to travel well 
in these western parts in the winter time. A 
great hinderance for me is that I have no 
tracts or books to distribute in my own lan- 
guage. All other denominations have, even 
the Roman Catholics, who have distributed 
several thousand catechisms in the Norwe- 
gian tongue all over the West. Ihad the 
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glad hope to see my translation of the Com- 
mon Prayer Book printed, but it is still not 
done.” 


In Fairmount also they have suffered 
from the intense cold.  ‘‘ Impassable 
roads” says Mr. Humphrey, ‘‘have caused 
our people to decline to drive their horses 
into the country to the school-houses. 
I had an appointment at Winnebago 
City, but the snows blockaded the rail- 
way. The station agent said it ‘is a total 
impossibility to get through.’ As I feel that 
I must meet appointments when made, if 
within the range of human possibility, I 
have hesitated to make them. Our church 
in Fairmount is slowly winning the confi- 
dence of the community. The Church Ser- 
vices are full of earnest devotion. Music, 
the best. Responses, good. The teachers 
in the Sunday school are all communicants, 
regular and faithful in their duties. Last 
year the sum of offerings to Domestic and 
Foreign Missions was $5. This year $13.74 
were raised for the same very cheerfully. 
These English people are growing in grace, 
but they are very slow to affiliate with 
Americans. Several wild young Englishmen 
are beginning to return to the Church of their 
native country and to worship the Gop of 
their fathers. But the work is slow and the 
field is rough. Still there is asowing of the 
good seed and some of it falls ‘into good 
ground,’ ” 


The children of the Church of the 
Holy Communion will be glad to hear 
a word from their namesake in St. Peter. 
Mr. Benham writes: ‘I am_ thankful 
to say that a growing interest prevails 
here and at Redwood Falls, and Iam quite 
encouraged with the future prospect of my 
work. The most depressing feature has 
been the intensely cold: weather. 
I receive thirty copies of THz Youne Curis- 
TIAN SOLDIER, which paper is awakening a 
great interest in my Sunday-school.” 


Kansas.—The Rev. Wm. Brittain, of Win- 
field, writes: ‘‘ Cannot state that much, if 
any, progress has been made, yet I must say 
that we have held our own, thatis, we have 
not gone backward in our work. The interest 
in our work and Services is rather increasing, 
and as I said before, all we want is a home of 
our own, Wherein to gather together round 
the altar as one family, with Curisr as our 


Elder Brother. Please do not consider my 
appeal for help monotonous. We want help 
to build our house, whither the tribes can go 
up, the tribes of the Lord. I have received 
the sum of ten ($10) dollars in answer tomy 
appeal in the February number of THE 
Spirit oF Missions. It is ‘in memoriam.’ 
Who will add to it? Are there no other 
mourners who would wish to unite in 
commemorating their dear departed ones 
in this western Mission? Any sums given 
for that purpose shall be sacredly de- 
voted to the desired purpose of the donors. 
It would be a great comfort to the Mission- 
ary to receive tangible sympathy in his work 
from his more wealthy and prosperous 
brethren.” 


InprIAN TeRRITORY.— The Rev. J. B. 
Wicks writes: ‘‘ The work goes on steadily 
and with encouraging results. There is con- 
siderable excitement here among the Indians 
in regard to the rentalof theirlands. Some 
favor it, others oppose. What the result will 
be it is difficult to tell. The great cattle 
companies are using money very freely to 
accomplish their purpose, and its corrupting 
influence can hardly be over-estimated. 
There are some 2,000,000 of acres that they 
can rent, which would yield a revenue to 
the Indians of $100,000 annually.” 


Wyromine. — The Rev. Amos Bannister 
writes from Rawlins: ‘‘ With thankfulness 
to our Heavenly Father, I am able to state 
that the past three months have been the 
most prosperous of any like period since my 
appointment to this charge. The attend- 
ance at Services averages larger than shown 
by any previous report. The congregation 
has suffered some removals, but the loss 
has been almost made up by a few additions, 


-|while increased zeal on the part of the rest 


of the members has fully made up what 
threatened to be lacking in the working 
force of the congregation by the numerical 
loss caused by those members who removed 
to other localities. On my return from 
Denver, whither I went for ordination, I was 
delighted with the sight of two handsome 
and useful articles which two communicants 
had secured and were then offering to me 
for the purposes of the Church, namely, a 
small pipe organ, and a communion set and 
baptismal font of silver. Another gentle- 
man at the same time raised a special fund 
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with which to procure a stained-glass win- 
dow for the proper embellishment of the 
chancel of our new church. The new 
church-building was completely enclosed, 
wainscotted and otherwise prepared for the 
plasterers. As the plastering was not in- 
cluded in the contract for building, the cost 
of this will also have to be raised together 
with other sums needed for seats, lighting, 
and other furniture. One other of our needs 
will be a vestry-room. This also we were 
unable to include within the general build- 
ing contract through lack of means. Ac- 
cording to our resolution against debt, the 
amount due upon the contract itself must 
be paid before we can secure any of these 
things. This sum is, in part, already pledged 
by several parties, and the rest of it I hope 
to raise, and with the amount pledged col- 
lected, to pay this due-bill before it expires. 
Without external help, our needs will be 
but slowly met, but with the same Divine 
Hand furthering our progress in the future 
as it has in the past, we have no fear 
about the actual result, however long de- 
ferred.” 


In connection with his quarterly report 
from the Shoshone Agency the Rev. J. 
Roberts writes: ‘‘In looking back on 
what has been accomplished during the 
year since this Mission was started I 
have great cause for thankfulness. There 
have been many difficulties to contend 
with, but by Gop’s blessing the work has 
prospered. For the Indians, Services, Sun- 
day-school and day-school have been held 
regularly since February, 1883. For the 
military at Fort Washikee, Services have 
also been held, and for the colonists be- 
yond the limits of the reservation, Missions 
have been established at Lander, North 
Fork and South Pass. Through the kind- 
ness of friends, church furniture, valued at 
$350, has been given to the Indian Mis- 
sion, and $1,800 contributed to erect a 
chapel. To complete the building $400 
more is required, which I earnestly hope 
will be forthcoming soon to enable us to 
build this spring. Can we not hope that 
others in the east will, for the love of the 
Master and for the extension of His King- 
dom, help us with money in lieu of personal 
service in this wide western field? I know 
that appeals are being continually made to 
the churches in the Hast, and that they are 
responded to liberally, but I cannot but be- 


lieve that if our needs were more fully real- 
ized, more would come forward to help us. 
[We are happy to say that this want is nearly 
provided for by the gift of $300, through 
the Rev. Mr. Stoddard of St. John’s Free 
Church, Jersey City.] A few days ago a 
young girl presented herself to me for Bap- 
tism. Although her parents have moved 
about considerably in this country, until 
lately she had never been within a@ hundred 
miles of a church. ‘There was no church 
where we lived,’ she said to me sadly. I 
felt her words keenly, for before the great 
white Throne a vast number even from our 
Christian land will be compelled to say 
the same sad words. At Lander the 
people are very anxious to have a building 
of their own to worship in. They intend 
putting up a log church, and have already 
commenced. to haul material. They will 
erect the walls themselves, but for the roof 
they will require assistance—$500 would 
be enough. They are poor and deserving, 
and to the utmost of their ability are de- 
sirous of helping themselves. What is to 
be done? I visited the station at South 
Pass in December. Held Service and or- 
ganized a Sunday-school, which is going on 
well. I hope to hold a Service at North 
Fork once a fortnight. The Sunday-school 
there is also starting well. I have procured 
the services of a lady (Miss L. Steers) to 
assist me with my Indian scholars.” 


Urau.—Writing from Logan the Rey. P. 
McD. Bleecker says: ‘‘The Mission has 
reached about all who can be reached for the 
present. Jam ina strong Mormon town— 
with a Mormon temple looking down upon 
it—and with only a limited number of the 
people open to Churchinfluence. -However, 
the Church is doing her work steadily and 
quietly, which must give reason to hope for 
some good fruit hereafter. Iam glad to re- 
port what I do from Blackfoot. They have 
been without clerical help for a year, yet have 
kept up Services and Sunday-school in a man- 
ner which is both surprising and gratifying. 
I received a letter from Blackfoot to-day 
asking for a new book of sermons. They 
know the one they have (Norton’s ‘ Warning 
and Teaching’) almost by heart.” 


Nevapa.—The Rev. Wm. Lucas of Reno 
writes: ‘‘ My work here, though not all 
that I could wish it was, has yet many 
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points of encouragement. My congrega- 
tions are improving with the turn of the 
season. For instance, last Sunday morning 
there were present one hundred and two, 
and in the evening fifty-nine—at least half 
of these are young people. This is the 
Church’s hope here. The ‘old folks’ have 
become so settled in their own ways that it 
is almost impossible to reach them. We 
look mainly to the rising generation. The 
Sunday-school is in a healthy, flourishing 


condition. We use the lesson leaflets from 
Ohio, and every Sunday the entire school 
recites a portion of the Catechism to me. 
In addition to this and the usual Scripture 
lesson the older scholars commit to memory 
the Collect for the day. I think in a month 
or two I shall have the school as a whole as 
well drilled in the Catechism as most any 
of our eastern schools, Thus we are sow- 
ing the good seed, hoping and praying for 
a bountiful harvest in due time.”

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THE NEW FOREIGN MISSION FIELD. 


CorzA, which has so long isolated herself from the rest of the world, is 
now imitating Japan in cultivating friendship with other nations, and in wel- 
coming the knowledge they are able to impart. This last of the ‘‘ hermit 
nations” has an area about equal to that of Great Britain, and a population of 
about twelve millions. 

In intelligence and civilization the Coreans in our own day are not quite 
the equals of the Chinese and the Japanese, though in what we call the ‘‘ Mid- 
dle Ages” they were almost abreast of the former, and far in advance of the 
latter. Until the fifteenth century, Japan looked to Corea for literature and 
art, and for priestly and pecuniary aid in religious enterprises. y 

The literary taste and scholarship of the Coreans is seen not only in their 
large collections of books, but also in their possessing one of the simplest and 
most perfect alphabets in the world, modelled after the Sanscrit, and itself 
forming the model after which the Japanese syllabary was made. 

The present political condition of Corea is very similar to that in Japan 
before the recent overthrow of feudalism. Powerful nobles hold the King in 
check and greatly oppress the people. 

The ancient religion of the Coreans was the worship of ‘‘ Heaven,” the 
morning star, good and evil spirits, and the invisible powers of nature. They 
also greatly venerated, as they do still, the tiger and serpents. On this account 
tigers abound in the country, and serpents they will not harm. Their ancient 
cult and beliefs have been modified, but not superseded, by the Confucianism 
and Buddhism early introduced from China, Buddhism especially always 
readily assimilating itself to the superstitions of every country into which it is 
imported. 

The natives of the ‘‘ Land of Morning Calm” have fought bravely for the 
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independence of their country against the Chinese and Japanese, but they have 
been overcome by superior numbers, and have long been tributary to China. 
Large portions of their country have been devastated, and terrible carnage and 
suffering inflicted by the Chinese and Japanese forces, for no crime on their 
part, and the Coreans have had abundant cause to dislike foreigners, and to 
consider that their only safe course was to keep them away from their country 
as much as possible. 

This feeling has had much to do with the massacre of Roman Catholic 
Priests and converts, and with the terrible reaction which took place at the 
Capital after the signing of the American and other treaties, when 4,000 men 
attacked and destroyed the houses of the ministers favoring these treaties, and 
killed some of these ministers, and seven Japanese, Japan having obtained the 
first treaty. This reaction was promptly suppressed by the very energetic 
action of Japan and China, and Corea is more than ever under the control of 
the latter country. Li Hung Chang, the virtual ruler of China, requested the 
Corean government to execute the treaties and be on friendly terms with foreign 
governments, one outcome of which was the Corean Embassy to the United 
States. 

It was reported that in the revolt the Queen had been assassinated, but this 
was not the case. She had been rescued and kept in concealment by a dis- 
tinguished nobleman and scholar named Rijutei, an intimate friend of the 
King. The latter expressed his great gratitude for these services, and offered 
as a reward any official position or sum of money which Rijutei might desire. 
But instead of wealth, or very high position, Rijutei asked that he might be 
permitted to go to Japan for the purpose of study and observation. 

He was led to make this request through conversations which he had 
held with the members of a Corean Embassy which had visited Japan. From 
them he learned not only about the railroads, steamships and telegraphs which 
had been introduced from America and Europe, but also that there was a 
different kind of Christianity from the Roman Catholic which had been intro- 
duced into Corea. 

Highteen years ago an uncle of Rijutei had been put to death for accepting 
the Roman Catholic faith, and in 1882 the King issued a new edict in which it 
was stated that, while the country was opened to commerce and friendly inter- 
course with other nations, the promulgation of the Christian religion would 
not be allowed. The members of the Embassy to Japan had to take an oath 
that they would not bring to Corea any Christian books. Romish teachings 
concerning the supremacy of the Pope have caused in great measure this con- 
tinued hostility to Christianity. 

Not only on these accounts but also because the ambassadors spoke with 
admiration of the teachings of a portion of the Scriptures which a Christian 
Japanese gentleman had showed to them, Rijutei was anxious to go to Japan. 
His desire to go being granted, he went, immediately on his arrival at Tokio, 
to see Mr. Tsuda, the gentleman referred to. From him, and from Mr. Yo- 
suhana, a Japanese clergyman, he learned much about Christianity and the 
difference between Protestantism and Romanism. 
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He then gave himself to a most careful study of the Bible in Chinese, and 
the Evidences of Christianity, and after six months he avowed his firm belief 
in the Word of Gop, and his joyful acceptance of Curist as his Saviour. He 
applied for and received Christian Baptism, the Rev. Mr. Yosuhana of the Pres- 
byterian Mission, administering the rite. This was twelve months ago, and 
since then he has been actively engaged in teaching his countrymen who have 
been permitted to follow him to Japan, and in making a Chincse-Corean ver- 
sion of the New Testament. The teacher of the Corean language in the 
Government University of Tokio, and four other Corean gentlemen have been 
led by him to become followers of Curist. 

The old prejudice in Corea against foreign intercourse is so rapidly 
changing that seven hundred young Coreans have already applied for leave to 
visit and prosecute their education in Japan, and the government tries to hold 
them in check by instituting competitive examinations, and allowing only the 
most proficient to go. Twelve of those who have passed the examinations 
have arrived in Japan, making thirty already there, and others are to follow. 

These young men are under the supervision and control of the present 
Corean Chargé d’ Affaires in Japan, who, when he arrived in the latter country, 
was a bitter opponent of Christianity, and full of a persecuting spirit. He 
sought to have them educated into his own belief and spirit, and he prevented 
Christian teachers from having access to them. But he has been induced to 
study the New Testament and a volume on the ‘‘ Evidences of Christianity,” 
and he is now himself seeking Christian instruction and the advice of Chris- 
tian people, and he encourages the young men to do the same. So, evidently, » 
there will be much to do in Japan toward bringing Corea to the knowledge of 
CHRIST. 

But the distinguished nobleman, Rijutei, is also anxious that his country 
should be speedily entered by American Missionaries, and he has published an 
appeal for them, promising to aid them all in his power. He says: 

** Recently a Chinese Christian, named Wan Sokchak, presented a copy of 
the New Testament to our King, but the Government interfered and it was not 
accepted. The King was very much displeased, and the affair is now a subject 
of great discussion. At first we must expect difficulties, but it will only clear 
up the way, and I think this is the golden opportunity for introducing the 
Gospel into Corea.” 

It would be well indeed if we could have a part in the direct conversion of 
this last of the ‘‘Hermit Nations,” but whether we do or not, there should cer- 
tainly be an immediate increase in our Missionary force in Japan, for there is 
not only the going thither of the neighboring Coreans, but also a greatly 1n- 
creased spirit of inquiry, and extensive openings for missionary work among 
the Japanese. 

Some preparatory work in the conversion of Corea has also been per- 
formed in China. 'Two Scotch Missionaries, the Rey. Messrs. Ross and Macin- 
tyre, who are stationed at Newchang, the nearest to Corea of the opened 
Chinese seaports, have not only acquired the Chinese language but also that of 
Corea, and they have been laboring not only among the natives of China but 
also among the Coreans who have visited that port and other Chinese towns. 
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About a dozen Coreans have been baptized by them, some of whom on return- 
ing home were imprisoned and otherwise persecuted, but they remained firm 
and have now been liberated from prison. Several of them are engaged in 
circulating in Corea the Gospels, Acts of the Apostles and other books pre- 
pared by these Missionaries in the Corean language. _They earnestly appeal 
for Missionaries to enter their country. The Rev. Mr. Ross writes : 


‘From every one who has any share in the work of circulation I have the 
same tale of eagerness to read our books; and regrets are frequent that the 
people did not long ago have the opportunity of learning ‘this religion.’ Long 
acquaintance with the people has led me to believe that mission work among , 
them will resemble the work in Japan rather than that in China, They resem- 
ble the Japanese in possessing neither the intellectual force nor the conserva- 
tive pride of the Chinese. When Corea and Japan learn gf Westerns, they 
simply change their teacher. Itis more difficult for the hitherto mdependent 
and teaching Chinaman to acknowledge his need of instruction at the hands 
of the Western ; yet the Chinaman’s backbone is not quite as stiff as it was 
ten years ago, and even he is learning to bow with more grace to his volunteer- 
ing Western instructor.” JOHN LIGGINS. 


ELECTION OF MISSIONARY BISHOPS. 

Tue House of Bishops met in special session in Grace Church, New York, on Tues- 
day morning, April 22d. On the 24th, they elected the Rev. Samurnnt D. FEReuson, 
Rector of St. Mark’s Church, Harper, Liberia, as Missionary Bishop to Cape Palmas and 
Parts Adjacent, and the Rev. W1r~i1AmM JonEes Boone, Chaplain of St. John’s College, 
Shanghai, as Missionary Bishop of Shanghai having Jurisdiction in China. 

For the completion of these elections it is required by Canon 15, section xvii. [1.], 
Title I., of the Digest, that the House of Bishops 

‘* Shall, by the Presiding Bishop, or by some person or persons especially appointed, 
communicate the fact of such election to the Standing Committees of the churches in the 
different dioceses; and each Standing Committee that shall consent to the proposed con- 
secration shall forward the evidence of such consent to the Presiding Bishop, or Bishop 
as aforesaid. And if the major number of the Standing Committees shall consent to the 
proposed consecration, the Presiding or other Bishop as aforesaid shall forward copies of 
the evidence of such consent to all the Bishops of this Church in the United States (ex- 
cepting those whose resignations have been accepted); and if a majority of such Bishops 
consent to the consecration, the Presiding Bishop or Bishop aforesaid, with any two 
Bishops, or any three Bishops to whom he may communicate the testimonials, may pro- 
ceed to perform the same.” 

The Rey. Samuel D. Ferguson was born in Charleston, 8. C., and emigrated with his 
parents to Liberia, when six years old. He was educated in the Mission schools under 
Bishop Payne: was appointed a teacher in 1862, which position he occupied until he was 
ordained Deacon by the Bishop named on December 28th, 1865, when he was assigned as 
assistant to the Rev. J. W. C. Duerr, in St. Mark’s Parish, Harper. He was ordained Priest 
by the same Bishop on March 15th, 1868, when he assumed the rectorship of the parish, 
which he has since continuously held. He has been President of the Standing Commit- 
tee for a long time, and during the last two or three years, has also been the business 
agent of the Mission, and the superintendent of the Cape Palmas Female Orphan Asylum 
and Girls’ School. He is about forty-five years of age. 

The Rev. William Jones Boone is the second son—the third child—of the Rt. Rev. 
Dr. Boone, the first Missionary Bishop to China. Mr. Boone received his earliest educa- 
tion from Miss Lydia Mary Fay, for twenty-seven years our Missionary in that field. 

He finished an academic course in this country, after which he entered Princeton 
College, from which he graduated in 1865. He was one year in the Divinity School . 
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of the Protestant Episcopal Church in Philadelphia and two years in the Alexandria

_ proceeded to Wuchang, to which station he was attached for about nine years. 


‘Seminary. He afterward spent one year in study in Europe. 


He was appointed a Mis- 
sionary in 1869, and embarked for his field, xia Panama and San Francisco, November 1st 
He arrived at Shanghai, January 7th, 1870, and in the following spring

his return to the field after a vacation, November 6th, 1879, he was assigned to work in 


St. John’s College. During the recent absence of the Rev. Mr. Thomson from the field, 


_he has been President of the Standing Committee, and for the last few years treasurer of 


_ the Mission. 


Mr. Boone is thirty-eight years of age. He was ordained Deacon by Bishop

NOTES OF THE MISSION. 
‘UNDER date of March 18th, the Rev. E. H. 
THOMSON writes: 


SHaneuat, March 18th, 1884. 


It is with thankfulness I would report that 
I have had a very fine voyage. We hada 
serious accident from the collision of our 
steamer with another at the entrance of the 
Red Sea. Our steamer went into dock at Suez 
and had the injuries repaired in a temporary 
way and then proceeded on her voyage. 

At Hong-Kong, where we called for three 
days, I had the pleasure of assisting Bishop 
Burdon at the ordination of a Chinese to the 
Priesthood. 

My old foreign and Chinese friends and ac- 
quaintances have given me a very kind re- 
ception and in a few days I expect to be 
again fully at work. I ask to be remembered 
in the prayers of those who are interested in 


our field, that Gop may grant His blessing 
and guidance in His work. 

The Missionaries and native workers are 
well and at work in their respective depart- 
ments. 

The Rev. H. Sowrersy writes from Wu- 
chang, March 10th, that they are all de- 
lighted with the news that the iron bed-, 
steads were to be sent for the Bishop Boone 
Memorial School, and says to the Secretary : 
‘Will you kindly convey our best thanks to 
the good friends who have so kindly helped 
us.”? He further informs us that since the 
death of the senior, Deacon Yang, Yin-tsong 
Lio, the beneficiary on the ‘‘ Levinus Clark- 
son” scholarship, the biggest boy in the 
school, has made up his mind to study for 
the Ministry. Master Lio was a relative of 
the deceased clergyman. 
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Miss Saran E. Lawson writes from 
Shanghai, March 2d: 


IT have often thought that if some of those 
at home who have plenty of leisure and are 
anxious to do something to help the Mission 
cause, if ever so little, could know how they 
might help us along, who are in the field, 
by encouraging, sympathizing letters, it 
would really be a source of great benefit. It 
seems a small thing, and yet I know person- 
ally that two or three letters I have received 
from those interested in us have done more 
to encourage and sustain me in my work 
here than anything else, except prayer. 


We have often heard other Missionaries 
express themselves in the same way. We 
trust that some of the earnest friends of 
Foreign Missions will act upon this sugges- 
tion. Miss Lawson continues: 


I am glad to hear of Miss Purple’s ex- 
pected arrival. I shall try to make her very 
welcome and happy in our ‘‘ wing,” as we 
. call that part of the Bishop’s residence 
where we are now living. We are 
all very sorry at the falling off of the re- 
ceipts, not for ourselves, because I believe 
that we will all be cared for, but for the ex- 
tra responsibility and care thrown upon the 
members of our Board. 

Since the Chinese New Year we have had 
additions of new scholars until now our 
English Department is overflowing. I have 
had to add several to my school, which was 
already full, and the pressure is so great up- 
on some of us teachers that we asked for an- 
other assistant; but, under the present con- 
dition of affairs, it was felt that it could 
not be afforded. My boys grow 
brighter and more inquiring every day, and 
I have formed wonderful plans for their 
future. 


THE CHURCH OF THE NATIVITY, 
WUCHANG, CHINA. 

We are very glad to have so good a rep- 
resentation of this church. We have been 
waiting for it for some time. The present 
structure was erected in 1881 to replace the 
temporary chapel, of the same name, built 
at or about the time of our occupation of the 
station. The cost of the present edifice was 
defrayed by a special contribution of three 
thousand dollars from a member of St. 
Peter’s Church, Germantown, Philadelphia, 
who had previously given, over and above 
his usual offerings for Foreign Missions, 
two thousand dollars, for another purpose 
in connection with the work at Wuchang. 

The chancel contains a memorial window 


representing the Nativity, placed there by 
the Rev. William J. Boone. <A description 
of the opening Service, on Christmas Day, 
1881, will be found in the issue of this 
magazine for October, 1882.

Miss Lawson and Mr. Wong Yung Chung 
are the teachers, respectively. Miss Lawson 
diversified the routine by having singing, 
and reading and the reciting of the arith- 
metical tables in concert, and the working 
of simple sums. At the opening each day, 
her class sang a hymn, and then kneeling, 
repeated the Lord’s Prayer; the same was 
done at the examination, and it was very 
pleasing. 

Mr. Wong was engaged in November last. 
He had been a student’ in the English gov- 
ernment school in Hong Kong. 

The names of the scholars are appended. 
Seven are new boys, having entered since 
our last examination in June. Owing tothe 
Chinese government having established a 
national telegraph system, there has been 
a demand for youths understanding English,

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and hence the desire for English is growing. 
Our institution has felt the movement, and 
there has not been a week in which we did 
not have one or two applications, which we 
refused from want of room. 

It is regretted that, for the present, the 
English language and not liberal learning is 
what is sought for. The usual meetings for 
prayer and for discussions alternated on 
Wednesday evenings. The Christmas recess 
of three days was as formerly.

The Theological class closed its second 
year of study with the examinations of the 
term held on January 23d. There have 
been four in the class, but Ta-whan Fu 
misbehaved and was suspended for six 
months, and so only three were examined, 
though Fu had been through the review 
work and only left before the examinations. 
The first examination was on Church History ; 
the period—that of the four great Councils. 
The questions—about one hundred—and an- 
swers were in English, and though the pro- 
nunciation was not very clear, they were 
well memorized and understood, as ques- 
tions on the meanings of a number of words 
proved. Still it is a slow way to learn such 
a large subject, and the gain in other direc- 
tionsis doubtful. The students also studied 
English under Mr. Koh in the afternoons. 
They did fairly with him. The Rev. Mr. 
Sayres had taken much pains with the 
Church History, and the questions showed 
but part of what had been taught by lecture 
and explanations. The second examination 
was on the Creed. I used Mill’s ‘‘Analysis of 
Pearson” for the text-book, which I trans- 


lated last spring and summer, and since have 
had printed, as others may be glad of its proof- 
texts (which are very full) and the headings 
and explanations on each article. They had 
reviewed the whole book, having gone over a 
part last term. Answers and proof-texts were 
readily given and the doctrinal points seem- 
ed clear to their minds. The third subject 
was the Bible. In the two years we have 
gone through the whole Old Testament ex- 
cept the Psalms, The plan has been to lec- 
ture, by way of preface, on each book as to 
history, authorship, scope and characteristics. 
Wordsworth, The Bible Commentary and 
Smith’s Bible Dictionary have been my main 
dependence. I have also furnished a trans- 
lation of this Introduction, which the stu- 
dents have memorized as well as copied and 
recited. Then, in course, each book has been 
read aloud, from three to five chapters during 
the class hour, and explanations given and 
questions asked and answered. 

The first term we took the Pentateuch; 
the second term, the Historical Books and 
Job; the third, Isaiah and the Minor Proph- 
ets; and this last term, Jeremiah, Ezekiel, 
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Daniel and the three books of Solomon. 
The examination covered the several intro- 
ductions, which were well learned and given, 
and then, without any previous intimation 
of this trial, three passages were assigned for 


exposition: Prov, xxx., 15 to end; Ezekiel, 


chap. xl. to xlv., as to their general scope. 
Both were quite well brought out as to the 
types and the general sense. Daniel vii. was 
the third test, but for some reason Shunih 
Wang, who in class has done well and been 
attentive, failed to get the true key until 
helped by reference to other passages.

May Gop help us all to do 
better work in the coming two years before 
this class graduates and the members take 
outside duty as a further test of their fitness 
for Deacon’s Orders. 

I commend the young men and ourselves 
to the prayers of the many contributors both 
to the endowed scholarships and the school 
and College in general.

plates, and the answers showed a fair grasp 
of the subject. The algebra and arithmetics 
we use were prepared, in practical use, in his 
own school at Tung Chow by Rev. C. W. 
Mateer, p.p., and Mr. Tsang is one of his 
graduates and has classes II., II. and IY. in 
mathematics. 

Mr. Tz Liang is decidedly the best in this 
class in algebra, and of six, four did very 
well in the binomial theorem and in equa- 
tions of the second degree. 

In Psychology and Moral Philosophy I had 
the class. Dr. Wilson’s Cornell Lectures, 
translated last year, and Dr. Alexander’s 
Moral Philosophy, translated by Dr. Mateer, 
were the term’s work, and all questions but 
one were answered promptly and well, and 
a repetition of that one drew the answer 
from the student who had hesitated. Add 
to the above the highest Chinese classic 
studied by all this class and the Christian 
studies, and the report coverg a very fair 
amount of work industriously and faithfully 
done. 

Class II. The next class has seven mem- 
bers, three from Hankow. Physics in the 
text-book series and arithmetic, to the end 
of the third volume, had been most carefully 
taught by Mr. Tsang. All questions were 
well and readily answered, and some sixty 
examples were done from slips, each coming 
for a new one as soon as his last one was 
passed on. TO Pei Li did twelve as his share, 
and the next seven, so that he was decidedly 
first, as all through the course. 

In History Greece was well known as to 
her kings and great men and the general 
incidents of importance—Mr. Sayres, Pro- 
fessor—while in Physical Geography the 
book was well memorized, and in such work 
it is hard to name who was first. 

Classes III. and IV. are fewer in number 
and less advanced. They are the last pupils 
who enter on the college course proper with- 
out English in the Preparatory. They were 
thought too old to wait for a four years’ 
foundation. 

Class III. has four members, three Shang- 
hai andone Hankow. In Natural Philosophy 
and Descriptive Geography the text-books 
were well memorized and recited; while in 
arithmetic, decimals and fractions were 
worked and explained on board or slate at 
call. Mr. Tsang had the above subjects 


and Mr. Sayres the history. China was the 
portion, and though rather a dry compend, 
the boys had learned it with all due thor- 
oughness. 

Class IV. has also four members, three from 
Hankow, and one from Shanghai. Map ques- 
tions and atlas reviews were gone over as to 
the Eastern continent or Asia, and arithme- 
tic through the first volume, with Tsang 
8. S.; while the History of China in part had 
been studied with Mr. Sayres. The boys 
did very well though not so advanced. 

On the whole, in making this report I must 
say that Ithink our pupils deserve full credit 
for what they do, and that my colleagues 
who had almost all the work noted above 
have done good, conscientious and success- 
ful work as teachers. With study, transla- 
tion, preaching and other daily duties of 
discipline, accounts, interviews with boys or 
parents, the Rev. Mr. Yen in particular 
has very full hands, and deserves this recog- 
nition of his great value on our staff of Col- 
lege workers.

REPORT ON ST. MARY’S, BRIDGMAN MEMORIAL 
AND EMMA JONES SCHOOLS. 
St. JoHn’s CoLLEecE, SHANGHAI, 
February, 18th, 1884. 

The school has enjoyed a very prosperous 
year. The pupils have made good progress 
in their studies, as the examination report 
will show, are advancing also in their indus- 
trial work, and, last but not least, improving 
daily in manners and morals. Inaddition to 
the regular schoo] work, there are classes in 
Bible study, in which the older girls assist, 
thus training them in the work which we 
hope all of the girls, as they leave school for 
their several stations in life, will take up more 
or less—that of evangelization. During the 
week Mrs. Yen, Mrs. Wie and Miss Wong go 
out into the villages near by and talk to the 
women about ‘‘the doctrine.” On Wednes- 
day afternoons they invite the women to visit 
the school, and one of the foreign ladies 
tries to meet them, and so better instruction 
is given them than is possible at their homes. 
On Saturday evenings I meet all the com- 
municants among the girls for a Service pre- 
paratory for the Holy Communion. On 
Sunday, in addition to the regular Service 
in the chapel, Miss Wong has a Bible-class 
composed of the older girls, at two o'clock, 
and in the evening there is a regular school 


of eight classes, in which they study the 


wes 
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Catechism, Collect and the Prayer Book, 
and practice singing. This meeting in- 
cludes all the women in service on the 
‘“Compound,” and the older girls assist in 
the teaching. Mrs. Wei and Miss Wong also 
assist in a class composed of the Christian 
women in connection with the Church of Our 
Saviour (Hong Kew), which is under the in- 
struction of a foreign lady from St. John’s 
and is held on Friday afternoons. Then, of 
course, there are the daily Morning and 
Evening Service at the school, and three 
Sunday Services at St. John’s College 
Chapel. 

The health of the school has been good. 


The regular examination was held on June| 


24th, by the Rev. Y. K. Yen, and the Rev. 
W. J. Boone, at which the girls did as well, 
or better, than on any previous occasion. 
The list sent herewith shows the ages, stand- 
ing and progress as compared with the last 
report sent of the several girls. Ngoh-wo 
and Mimg Sin have the care of the four 
babies in the Orphanage. Len Tsung, for- 
merly on the ‘‘Rev. Alfred Blake, p.p.,” 
scholarship, was happily married to a Chris- 
tian husband on January 11th. The confirma- 
tion on October 4th, 1883, of five of the girls 
brings the number of communicants up to 
eighteen. For this progress and the general 
happiness and health of the school we are very 
thankful, and think the supporters of schol- 
arships would be equally so, could they see 


with their own eyes that on which the re- 
port is based.* 

In the Baby Department there are two 
babies under a year and one of two years. 
Mrs. Wei’s three-year-old ought really to be 
there, but we had not that department when 
we took her, so we put her on ascholarship, 
and now as she will commence to study in 
another year, it seems hardly best to disturb 
the present arrangement. The babies cost 
about fifteen dollars a year, and are sup- 
ported by subscription raised here. We do 
want a separate building for them very much, 
and to take up the matter more fully, I 
think it a real duty that ought to be faced. 
We cannot remove children too early from 
the terrible taint of heathenism. If you only 
could see as we do the difference in the 
type of Christians; those who are converted 
after the evangelizing method from heathen- 
ism, born and bred in, and those who have 
been educated in our schools, you would 
soon see why it is well to be patient as to 
results, and be content with what seems 
meagre. Not that the evangelizing method 
has not its merits too, but sometimes it is 
difficult to see them, and to me there is no 
comparison, or little it is better to say, in the 
fruits of the two methods. Bishop Boone and 
his worthy successor our late Bishop, were 
certainly wise, when they committed our 
Church in so decided a manner to the educa- 
tional Mission work. HENRIETTA Boone.

LETTER FROM THE REY. KONG CHAI WONG. 

The following is, in substance, from our 
oldest Chinese Presbyter, of whom an ac- 
count was given, and whose likeness ap- 
peared in the March number: 


SHANGHAI, February 7th, 1884. 

To-day is the tenth of the Chinese New 
Year. I take up my pen to write you these 
few lines for my own satisfaction and as a 
sort of report of what is past. On Christ- 
mas Day, 1883, the foreign congregation of 
the Church of Our Saviour, Hong Kew, con- 
tributed for the adornment of the church 
eight dollars, and the native congregation 
eight dollars. This was for the greens. 
The foreign and native characters, etc., 
which we put up, we keep for yearly use. 
The communicants were only forty. The 
congregation filled up all the seats. After 
Service, as usual, they came to my house for 
feasting. 

On the 10th of January, 1884, I was in- 
vited to accompany the Rev. Mr. Woo by 
boat upon a visit to the country ten miles 
from us. After twelve hours we reached 
there. The invitation was from Mr. Ho- 
kway Chee, that we might celebrate the 
marriage of his son. The wedding had been 
appointed for seven p.M. The house was 
then crowded by about five hundred people, 
leaving no way for the bride and bridegroom. 
There was great noise of women’s and chil- 
dren’s voices. At eleven p.m. there were 
left about fifty people. Mr. Woo helped me 
by keeping the people quiet with kind words 
while I married the couple. Mr. Chee’s is 
the only Christian family in that quarter. 
We hoped that that happy event would do 
the people good, and what I hear of their 
having said was very right and very good.

On the 26th, the Rev. Mr. Boone and I 
went to examine the boys’ and girls’ day- 
schools at Christ Church in the city. The 
day-school at the Pagoda station was too far 
off for the children to partake in this ex- 
amination, it being a wet day. 

On the 27th, the Rev. Mr. Yen came to 
help me to examine the boys’ and girls’ day- 
school at the Church of Our Saviour, Hong 
Kew. I gave the children all the old 
‘Christian Weekly’s,” two dollars’ worth of 
oranges and peanuts and one dollar’s worth 
of colored pictures—travels of the Prodigal 
Son. The ninety-five scholars all accepted 
these with many thanks. 

These are the books they study: Catechism 
on the Pentateuch, the Gospels, Catechism 
on the Creed, the Lord’s Prayer, the Ten 
Commandments, the Psalms for the day, 
Line upon Line, and other Catechisms of the 
Old Testament up to the book of Ruth, pre- 
pared by Miss Fay. 

I have had ten baptisms since last Sep- 
tember, adults seven, infants three, and two 
marriages. 

My work includes nine places or stations, 
fourteen day-schools, family visiting, preach- 
ing on week-days far and, near, with the 
help of three catechists and three Bible wo- 
men. This work to the right and the left 
keeps us all busy. It is the same as usual. 
It is for the glory of Curisr and the saving 
of souls. 

LETTER FROM THE REV. F. R. GRAVES. 

Wocuane, February 13th, 1884. 

We reached Wuchang safely on the 30th 
of December last. We have been kept busy 
in settling in the London Mission house, 
which has been rented for six months for 
our use. 
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On January 12th a daughter was born to 
us. 

I am hard at work picking up what I have 
lost in Chinese. I was much pleased with 
the new buildings. The Fukai Chapel is a 
good piece of work and the new school- 
house of the Boone Memorial School is a 
capital building. 

The school has improved very much under 
Mr. Sowerby’s able management. I was 
pleased with the evident progress which the 
pupils had made; especially with regard to 
the greater neatness and beauty of their 
written copies. 

We have met with a loss in the death of 
the Rev. Yung Tsz Yang, our venerable 
Deacon at Hankow. He has been a sufferer 
with bronchitis for years, and for two months 
past has been confined to his bed. He died, 
rather suddenly, on the morning of Febru- 
ary 5th, about 4 o’clock, in great peace 
and without fear, in the firm faith of Gon’s 


Holy Name. Fortunately for the work, 
his son, the Rey. Shian Heng Yang, lately 
ordained, will take it up and go on with 
it. 

There is little talk of war just now, but an 
uneasy feeling is abroad among the natives 
and the general suspicion which the pros- 
pect of war has aroused against all foreigners 
makes our work doubly hard. The majority 
are afraid to attend our preaching chapels 
and thus in the least identify themselves 
with us. Of course we hope it will all end 
in talk, as a war would seriously inconven- 
ience all Missionaries as well as all merchants 
and other foreigners resident in China. 

Iam sure if we can only keep in China a 
strong body of workers we shall one day see 
the fruits; but just now we are laying 
foundations and must be content to do so 
for a long time yet. If we can only dig 
deep enough we shall be able to raise the 
strong walls of the Church by-and-by.

NOTES OF THE MISSION. 

BisHop WuLiAMs, alluding to letters 
from the Secretary with reference to the 
new appointments, writes, under date of 
March 27th: ‘‘‘The hope they bring of 
speedy help has cheered us up.” 


Up to this writing, no definite applications 
have been received from clergymen for 
either Tokio or Osaka station; nor any for 
the Head Master’s position of St. Timothy’s 
School at the latter place. 


The Rey. ArtHur R. Morris writes, 
under date of March 6th: 

Things in Osaka have an old-time, home- 
like look, and there is a very pleasant feeling 
in just dropping into old surroundings. . 
There has been a great improvement in 
things since I have been away. The old 
congregation has been made into two, each 
as large or larger than the old one. There 
has been a decided increase in the number 
of baptisms and confirmations, and the be- 
lievers are much more active than they 
formerly were, having meetings around at 
their own homes, and taking positive meas- 
ures to gather in outsiders. I understand 
they are trying to get a new preaching- 
place, which is to be kept up entirely 
through their own efforts. 


LETTER FROM REV. JOHN M’KIM. 
Osaka, March 8th. 
Did I write of the baptism of three adults 


at Koriyama on the 11th of January, the 
first fruits of our work there? They appear 
to be very earnest, faithful persons. 

My day-school in the city now numbers 
twenty-five pupils, all of whom pay tuition 
fees, which make the school about half self- 
supporting. I cannot receive any more 
pupils for want of room. The teacher and 
three of the students are being prepared for 
Baptism. 

One of the scholars is a Buddhist Priest 
who comes to school in full canonicals and 
isin the lowest class studying the primer. 
He attends the daily Services with the rest 
and sings the chants and hymns as lustily as 


-jany of them. He has not yet made his ap- 


pearance at any of the Sunday Services. 
What his real object is in coming to school 
I cannot conjecture, but Iam quite sure he 
can do no harm, and may be led to Him who 
is the true ‘‘Light of Asia.” Besides the four 
mentioned above as being in preparation for 
Baptism there are four other adult catechu- 
mens. The four belonging to the school 
come to my house every Friday evening for 
instruction, the others being taught at their 
homes. 

I hope to baptize two children in Osaka 
soon, and there are also two at Koriyama to 
be baptized when next I go there. 

Mr. Tanaka, who has been appointed by 
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the Bishop to be my helper, holds on an 
average eight Services a month at Koriyama, 
when in Osaka he comes to me twice a week 
for instruction, and two evenings in the 
week he goes to two different houses in the 
city where he has Bible classes. 

Mrs. McKim has a class for women every 
Saturday afternoon at the chapel; it num- 
bers fifteen members. I do hope the Com- 
mittee will soon send out some lady compe- 
tent to do this kind of work and who can give 
her whole time to it; I feel sure that it can 
be made very successful and_ profitable. 
Mrs. McKim I fear will not be able to 
continue it unaided much longer, and we 
both dislike the thought of giving it up 
entirely. 


[The Secretary had the great pleasure of 
writing Mrs. McKim, under date of Febru- 
ary 20th, of the appointment of Miss Mailes 
to be her assistant; Miss Mailes having had 
much experience in this kind of work in 
Nova Scotia and in this country. | 


Our Mission has doubled its number of 
converts during the past year. We are not 
at all strong yet, but the outlook appears to 
be very encouraging. 

We are greatly pleased to have Mr. Morris 
with us again. He seems much benefited 
by his vacation. Our new house is going up 
rapidly. We hope to move into it before 
the 1st of June. 


LETTER FROM THE REY. E. R. WOODMAN. 
Toxio, March 26th. 

I have been waiting for the time to come 
when I could write cheering news, and that 
time has now come. Before going into 
particulars as to my present work, I will 
allude to my last year’s illness. I began to 
be illin June and at that time was ordered 
into the country. A stay of a few days 
benefited me and I returned. I could not 
keep up my full amount of work through 
the summer. In September I had the worst 
illness of my life. I cannot tell you how 
very much I suffered. Two or three times 
the doctor remained a number of hours with 
me, trying to relieve the pain. It finally 
yielded to treatment, but it was obstinate to 
the last. The sickness left me much re- 
duced in flesh, and perfectly exhausted. 
As soon as I was strong enough to do so, I 
took a week’s trip to the mountains, The 


clear November air braced me up, and I re- 
turned greatly improved in health. I feel 
that I have great cause of thankfulness to 
Gop for the fine health I have enjoyed 
this winter. I have had to take great care 
of myself, however, as a return of my sick- 
ness, rheumatism of the stomach, would be a 
very bad thing for me. Now, I am hard at 
work. As my friends are constantly asking 
me why I do not write for THE Spirit oF 
Missions, I hope you will be able to pre- 
sent [this] letter in the pages of that mag- 
azine. 

My day-school in the city is doing finely. 
Beginning with four scholars it now has 
twenty-nine. The tuition fees received are 
enough to pay the rent of the school-house, 
The Sunday-school at the same place is, I 
am told, the most prosperous one that we 
have ever had in Tokio. On the three suc- 
cessive Sundays preceding last Sunday, there 
were thirty-eight children present. This 
number increased last Sunday to forty-four. 
The children take great pleasure in coming, 
and they are learning things which probably 
they will never forget. These schools have 
so grown that more room is needed, and I 
have to-day made arrangements to have 
another house erected adjoining the present 
one. The new house will be twice as large, 
and I shall hire both houses. This is also 
my preaching-place; so it is my ‘‘head- 
quarters.” 

The young men who came to me for Bible 
instruction in English last year, were scat- 
tered during the summer. Three of them 
voluntarily returned to the teaching in Sep- 
tember, and they have been to me regularly 
twice a week. I am pleased with the pro- 
gress they have made. I do not know 
whether they will ever be baptized (I am 
working and praying for that end, however) ; 
but I do know that their attitude toward 
Christianity has decidedly changed. Two 
new boys have recently joined the class. 

I have had the pleasure of baptizing the 
young lady who teaches the day-school. 
She is now married to one of our Christians, 
Thus the school is under Christian influ- 
ence. 

I still have charge of the Tsukiji [7. ¢., 
the foreign quarter] Sunday-school, which 
includes the pupils of both our boys’ and 
girls’ schools. In this school I have a Bible- 
class in Japanese. I also teach any of the 
boys in St. Paul’s School who may wish to 
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| 
come to my house on Saturday evenings. I 
teach Bible lessons in English. 

These various teachings, together with 
preparing and preaching sermons, and the 
daily study on the language, are enough to 
keep one busy. I have, nevertheless, just 
commenced a new work which prospectively 
is the best thing I have yet undertaken. 

About two months ago one of my three 
young English students told me that he had 
a friend who was the principal of a large 
Japanese school. This man wished to ob- 
tain some one to teach English in his school. 
I went to see the teacher, thinking that per- 
haps there might be an opening for some 
Christian work there. I told the man that 
I was a teacher of the Christian’ religion; 
was paid by people in America, and that I 
had no right to give my time for other than 
Christian work. ‘‘ But,” I added, ‘‘if I can 
do Christian work among your scholars, per- 
haps I can make arrangements to teach some 
English for you.” He replied that the young 
Japanese had no religion now, and he 
thought it better that they should be taught 
some kind of religion. J then obtained a 
promise from him that I might teach Chris- 
tianity to the boys as often as I should wish. 
The man himself says he is a follower of 
Confucius. His. school is called, ‘‘ The 
School for Moral Improvement.” Well, I 
agreed to teach English two hours a day, 
five days in a week. My work, however, is 
wholly contingent upon the attendance on 


on meeting forty students. I was not over- 
elated, however, as that was the first meet- 
ing. Japanese always come out well at 
first. What would the second gathering be? 
As I was preparing for it, the Rev. Mr. Tyng 
of Osaka visited Tokio. I asked him to ad- 
dress the school. He very kindly consented 
and I gave notice to that effect. Would 
any one come? I was almost shivering 
with nervousness as we approached the 
school. Fifty came, and listened atten- 
tively to Mr. Tyng’s address, applauding at 
[the close. Was not my heart rejoiced! 
Forty the first time; fifty the second time. 
I trust that you can appreciate the situation. 
This is a purely heathen school. The boys 
have no knowledge of Christianity. If they 
continue to come as they have begun I shall 
be overburdened. All the work is in Japan- 
ese. Nota single scholar understands Eng- 
lish. Ido not expect, however, that anything 
|like this number will continue to come. 
Judging by the usual experience in work 
among young men, if only ten will come 
regularly, it is all I hope for. The begin- 
ning is certainly very auspicious; I have 
more boys under me than we have in St. 
Paul’s School, although of course I have no 
hold on my pupils. Still, the teacher knows 
that the English work is increasing the 
number of his pupils; and he also knows 
that if my Christian teaching ceases for lack 
of pupils, his English teaching will also 
cease for lack of a teacher. I will add that 


my religious instruction which is given out|he pays me a small salary which of course I 


of school hours. If the boys do not come! 
to me, I shall not go to them, and the school 

will be without an English teacher. So the 
principal will see to it that the boys come 
to my Bible teaching. He is helping me in 

every possible way, even offering me the use 
of his own house for my class. I commenced 

to teach English on February 1st. The fact 

that English would be taught in that school 

was advertised in the Japanese papers. The} 
result has been a steady increase of scholars. 

I now have between forty and fifty boys in the 

English department, and there are many more 

in the school who do not study English. 

I thought it best to get acquainted with 
the scholars before beginning active Christian 
work among them. After a while I gave 
notice, with a nervous apprehension as to the 
number of boys I should meet, that I would 
come in the afternoon for a Bible reading. 
I entered the room. Imagine my pleasure 


give over to the Mission. 

I must not close this account without tell- 
ing you how Bishop Williams has generously 
allowed me to keep up this work, when, on 
account of Mr, Gardiner’s departure, my 
help is so greatly needed in St. Paul’s 
School. The Bishop himself has taken Mr. 
Gardiner’s hours of teaching. I trust the 
result of my work may gladden his heart, 
by the gaining of some earnest native 
helpers. The work is in Gop’s hands. 


The Mission field of the Moravian Church 
comprises at the present time sixteen prov- 
inces with over 100 stations and 1,800 Mis- 
sionaries, They have 215 schools, with 
about 15,000 pupils, and a total of nearly 
75,000 converts from among the heathen. 
All this work is carried on and supported 
by a Church which has scarcely 20,000 com- 
municant members at home.—Selected.

FANNY C. PADDOCK MEMORIAL HOSPITAL. 
Tacoma, April 23d, 1884. 


Our Hospital has been full all winter, and 
still continues so. We have been obliged 
to refuse patients, for need of more room, 
which we sincerely regret. I do hope the 
Bishop has been able to raise money enough 
to begin a new building, for we are so 
cramped, and have no accommodation for 
women, and we labor under great disad- 
vantage at present. If you know of any 
parish willing to send us a box, you may 
say we will be very glad of it, and that most 
of the things generally necessary in hos- 
pitals will be acceptable; and if any one 
should want to make a private offering in 
money, we would like to add it to the con- 
tents of a Mite Chest sent us—three dollars 
from Rochester and five from Philadelphia— 
which we are saving to appropriate to some 
one article for the ward. We need an

operating-table and some instruments very 
badly, and hope to get them by keeping 
these small contributions until they amount 
to enough to pay for one or the other. 

We have some critical cases at present, 
which keep us quite anxious—two men with 
heart disease, who may drop off at any 
moment, two with broken legs, and one who 
shot himself accidently through the hip and 
will probably not live; he suffers very 
much, and is growing weaker every day, and 
is very nervous and restless. Then we have 
fever, rheumatism, and other things. 

We had a pleasant Easter, with some 
pretty flowers. A lady in the New Town 
sent cards for the patients. 

Our weather is delightful now, and we 
have a beautiful view of the mountains and 
the water. 

The school building is about finished, and 
is very handsome. I look at it with envious 
eyes, because I wish it were a hospital!

COLORED WORK IN LOWER MARYLAND. 
LETTER FROM THE REY. J. G. BRYANT. 
Aquasco, April 5th, 1884. 
CuurcH work among colored people in 
Lower Maryland is very encouraging. My 
labors here have been so successful that I 
have been tempted to begin work in a neigh- 
boring parish. With the blessing of Gop, 
J have succeeded in building a neat, beauti- 
ful wooden edifice. It will seat about two 
hundred persons. Services are held in it 
regularly. There are sixty communicants, 
and a Sunday-school of thirty-five scholars. 
For missionary work among colored people 
there is not a more promising field in the 
whole South. Noise and excitement have 
worn themselves out, and the better class of 
colored people are beginning to look for 
something more substantial. They want a 
Church that can teach them something. 


I am now preparing a Confirmation class, 
Last year thirty-nine were confirmed. In 
our work we are seriously embarrassed for 
the want of an organ. Music is necessary to 
successful work among colored people. 
They will go ten miles to hear an organ. 
Since we have had an organ at the upper 
chapel it has infused new life into its mem- 
bers. Through rain, mud and water they 
come from far and near to Services every 
Sunday, Wednesday and Friday. 

I need an organ for the lower chapel. Our 
people would purchase one, but they cannot. 
They have been taxed to their uttermost to 
build the chapel. Ireceiveno support from 
this chapel, save what these people pay from 
their small earnings. Thus their present 
burden is all they can bear. Therefore I 
write to ask, will the Woman’s Auxiliary 
give this poor struggling congregation of 
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colored churchmen an organ? Our people 
are looking to the Church for light, and they 
should be encouraged. Shall the work go 
at a lame, limping rate for the want of 
necessary means? 

We purchased an organ for the chapel in 
Aquasco. Its original price was $65; with 
ten per cent. off, it cost $58.50. I shall be 


very much encouraged if you can do some- 
thing for us. 

This organ is intended for the chapel at 
Charlotte Hall, St. Mary’s County, Maryland. 
It can be sent from New York City to Balti- 
more by water, and from there by rail, via 
Baltimore and Potomac Railroad, to its 
destination. 


SOUTH DAKOTA. 


LETTER FROM MISS LEIGH. 
Mepicrng Root CREEK, 
March 18th, 1884. 

One of my neighbors, an old man—Hairy 
Leggings—died last night. He was very 
old, and I think died of debility. All he 
had done for years was to walk about the 
camp. I shall miss him, for he and another 
old man—Running Horse—and their wives, 
called on me the day after I got here, every 
one else being away at the Sun Dance. The 
old man always dressed up and came over 
when I had company, to get the news. 

And now, at dusk yesterday he was here, 
and an hour after midnight he was dead. 
This morning about eight o’clock, they car- 
ried off the body. It was asad funeral, as 
are all heathen funerals; no prayers, no 
hope in the future. 

Some women prepared him for his last 
journey, rolling him up in tarpaulin, and 
fastened him on two tipi poles behind a 
horse, and, with their axes in their arms, 
took him away. 

His old wife will miss him, for she has 
waited on him go long. 

His children were at school the day be- 
fore his death, and his daughter at the 
woman’s meeting, but said nothing of his 
illness. In the night I heard a noise as 


though some one had flung a great rock or a|’ 


log against my house. It was the young 
man firing his gun four times when his 
father died; and I afterward heard him go 
by the house, crying. It was just one 
o’clock. 

He went barefooted around to all the 


Indians’ houses, and notified them of his 
father’s death, and shook hands, signifying 
that nothing bad should be done—no one 
killed. In great measure they are getting 
over this idea. 

Although the old man was a heathen, he 
did not object to his children becoming 
Christians. One son, his wife and daughter 
are baptized, and a married daughter, her 
husband and child are preparing for Bap- 
tism. One man here allows his wife to be 
baptized, but refuses to let the baby. Charge 
Eagle, one of our men (and I am glad to 
say he is the only one) says his family shall 
not be anything but heathen so long as he 
lives. Sometimes when I have asked women 
to have their children baptized they say: 
No, they want them to stay Dakotas. But 
after a time they will come round to it. 
Much patience is required, and it is best not 
to hurry them too much. To embrace 
Christianity is to tear out by the roots old 
ideas and customs, in which they have been 
taught for generations. Here, where at 
first twenty seemed a great many, we now 
have over one hundred at Service every 
Sunday, and most of the time one hundred 
and twenty or more. 

Our day-school numbered yesterday ninety- 

nine, and to-day, eighty-six. 
Our people talk of moving this spring, 
and I shall be minus a house, probably. I 
wish I were rich, and could spare $250 or 
$300. I would build a snug log house, and 
not depend on Government; for one never 
knows when a house may be wanted for 
Government use.

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EXTRACT FROM LETTER FROM MRS. LANING. 
A JAPANESE DINNER. 
Osaka, February 25th, 1884. 

Tue girls and their friends—to the num- 
ber of about fifty—were seated around the 
room upon the mats. Before each one was a 
table about one foot square, upon. which was 
a ‘‘tai,” their favorite fish, in a plate, and 
a bowl of rice, in which there seemed to be 
various colored things which I suppose were 
vegetables cut into fine bits. Beside this 
table there were two other smaller ones, on 
which were various kinds of pickles and 
cakes. In the centre of the room was a 


large wooden pail of half-cooked rice, which | 


Japanese eat at all meals, as we do bread. 
A servant sat by this pail to refill their little 
bowls. It was a very pretty and interesting 
picture. 

I must not forget the tea. There was no 
great ceremony about this tea drinking, as 
there often is on grand occasions. There 
was a large ‘‘hibachi” in front of the ser- 
vant who dished out the rice. On this was 
a kettle of boiling water. She would pour 


the hot water on the tea as they wanted it, | 


allowing it to stand only a moment. I 
thought, as I watched, how pleased the 
American children, as well as many of the 
grown people, would be to see them. 

None of them could possibly eat all that 
was before them, and according to the usual 
custom at their ‘‘ feasts,” as they call them, 
what they did not eat they put in a little 
box, which is provided for each guest by the 
entertainer, and took it home. It was 
probably enough for one or two more meals. 

You will be glad to hear that the afghan 
is at last finished. It had been a long time 
on hand, but if you could see it I am sure 
you would say it was quite worth all the 
time and trouble spent upon it. It is 
really very handsome. It created some sen- 
sation. A good many people came to see it 
before it was sent off. Bishop Williams 
took it to Tokio with him, and the Ameri- 


can Minister promised to attend to its being! pupils are reading all these things.

The wools, ete., sent out 
jhave been of invaluable use to us in a great 
many ways. The Japanese have nothing of 
the kind themselves. It pleases them very 
jmuch to be able to get them from us, and 
to be taught to use them. 

LETTER FROM THE REV. T. 8. TYNG. 
April 6th, 1884. 

Most of the pupils in the school, as per- 
[haps you know, are self-supporting, paying 
their own board, and a small fee for tuition 
jand room-rent; and a very independent set 
‘they are, I can assure you. The books that 
‘interest them are of quite a different sort 
|from what prove interesting to school-boys 
at home, of a very solid and useful kind. 
These Japanese young men, when they have 
jadvanced far enough in English to be able 
to do so, devour all the most difficult things 
they can lay their hands on; ethics, meta- 
physics, political economy, geology, Church 
history, constitutional and international law, 
etc., etc., etc. You will readily see that noth- 
ing in the way of intellectual sweetmeats 
will answer for such voracious appetites as 
these. Of course, I do not mean that all my 
Indeed, 
none who are now in the school have quite 
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reached this stage yet. 
are all aiming at. 

One, who was on the ‘‘ Howard Duane” 
Scholarship last year, and is now teaching 
English in the school and translating for me, 
Yendo by name, has just returned mea book 
on geology, and wants something on moral 
science, something more advanced than 
‘‘ Wayland,” which he has already read. I 
would suggest that good books on Christian 
evidences or Church history would be per- 
haps the best thing that could be given to 
them, say some of the publications of the 
English Society for the Promotion of Chris- 
tian Knowledge, or perhaps the volumes on 
St. Matthew or the Acts in the ‘‘ Handy Com- 
mentary ” edited by Bishop Ellicott, or in the 
Cambridge Bible for schools. 

I find that on the whole the best way to 
send books is by mail, unless indeed some- 
body happens to be coming out, who can 
conveniently bring them. 

And now, I want to get help in a matter 
I have very much at heart at present—the 
increase of the number of scholarships at 
St. Timothy’s. There are at present only 
two, the ‘‘Howard Duane’ and ‘‘St. Peter’s.” 
The first of these was paid for some years 
during which there was no boys’ school in 
Osaka, so that it could not be used, and I 
have been using the accumulations from it 
to sustain as many scholars as Icould. There 
are now five, with more whom I am most 
anxious to take on, but the present school- 
year will see me very nearly at the end of 
my funds. Of these five, two are commu- 
nicants and the rest candidates for Baptism. 
Two more, whom I should like to receive 
soon, are also catechumens. They area fine 
set of fellows, bright, well-behaved, and 
capital students. In age, they range from 
fifteen to twenty-two. Every one of them 
signs a contract, with sureties, binding him 
to work for the Mission as a teacher, at a 
very low salary, after his graduation, for 
not less than half the time he is supported 
in the school. If any of them wish to study 
for the Ministry, as I hope some may, we 
would of course release them from teaching, 
at least secular teaching. I-wish very much 
to get the number of scholarships increased 
to ten or twelve. Hitherto the amount of a 
scholarship has been $40, the same as at St. 
Agnes’ School. But it is difficult to support 
young men on what would suffice for little 
girls, and I should like to have new scholar- 
ships increased to $45. This has already 
been done with the ‘‘St. Peter’s”’ Scholar- 
ship, lately renewed and supported by the 
Sunday-school of St. Peter’s Church, Perth 
Amboy. 


But this is what they 


The school has never been in so good con- 
dition as now. The Christian influence in 
it is very strong, and five of the pupils, be- 
sides those already mentioned as on scholar- 
ships, eight in all out of a total of forty odd, 
are preparing for Baptism. An increase in 
scholarships would greatly strengthen us by 
increasing the more permanent elements in 
the school. The great difficulty we have 
to contend with is the constant changes in 
the pupils. Those on scholarships, besides 
being more steady themselves, help to keep 
others with us. 


MEDICAL WORK IN TOKIO—A LETTER FROM 
DR. HARRELL. 
April 8th, 1884. 


I have been very busy, even during the 
past week, the first week of my residence in 
Japan. I have had several patients, and 
have had to use my Nachet’s case three times 
already, so you can judge how useful it will 
be to me. 

I am going to open a dispensary, for the 
present, in a small room behind one of our 
chapels, where I will go three days in the 
week. The other three days I will open one 
here and treat all cases that may come. It 
is the room which was allotted to me for my 
study that I have turned into a dispensary, 
and it is too small, but I must make it do 
for the present. I have had several applica- 
tions from young men who wish to study 
under me, but as yet have made no selection. 
When I return from Osaka, where I go next 
week with Bishop Williams, I will take 
one of them to study medicine with me. 

There will be no lack of patients at the 
dispensaries, as the people do not like to 
attend the public hospitals, since these belong 
to the Government, and all who are treated 
from them, and die, are liable to be taken by 
the students at the University for purposes 
of dissection. 

What we shall need most will be a proper 
place for a dispensary. The patients are 
numerous and I find I can go ahead at once, 
with the aid of aninterpreter. Eye troubles 
are more common than any other disease, 
and one does not need to get a very full 
history of the majority of these cases to 
know how to treat them. 

I am very much pleased with what I have 
so far seen of the workin Japan. I like the 
people; they are so polite and obliging, and 
appear anxious to learn, and earnest in their 
endeavors to make a change in their mode 
of life; and a change to our mode of living 
will bring them in contact with Christianity, 
so that in time we hope they may believe. 
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ACTION OF THE MEXICAN COMMISSION. 


A MeEEtinG of the Board of Administration 
provided by the Covenant for the Episcopal 
government of the Mexican Church, was 
held in the City of New York, on the 24th day 
of April, 1884. The resignation of his office 
as Bishop of the Valley of Mexico was pre-| 
sented by the Rt. Rev. H. Chauncey Riley, | 
D.D., and accepted by the Board. In this 
important step, taken after full and earnest 
consultation with the Bishops of the Com-| 
mission, Bishop Riley has shown a spirit of| 
self-sacrificing devotion to the interests of 
the Church in Mexico which the Commission 
fully appreciate. In accepting this resigna- 
tion the Commission expressly exonerated 
Bishop Riley from some unfavorable infer-| 
ences which he stated had been occasioned 
by the words ‘‘ misappropriation of funds,” 
contained in their letter of July 10th, 1883, 
which interpretation was not at all in their 
minds when using such language. 

The work inaugurated in Mexico is one of 
magnitude and promise, and we feel that it 
has strong claims upon our sympathies. 
There are numerous laborers engaged in the 
field, a large number of congregations, a 
well-conducted Orphanage and schools, and 
two magnificent churches in the capital. To 
sustain these branches of Christian effort, 
and to prevent much suffering on the part, 
of those who rely upon our aid, and to} 
secure this wide field of opportunity and use- | 
fulness, speedy and liberal contributions are | 
required. The present agency for rendering | 
such assistance is the Mexican League. To| 
the Christian ladies, who have so heartily 
undertaken and nobly persevered in this| 
good work, we feel that the Church is under | 
deep obligations. We cordially commend) 
their association to the confidence of the 
Clergy and congregations of our Church, and 
we hope that, through the blessing of Gop, | 
their hands will be strengthened and their| 
efforts crowned with abundant success.

VALLEY OF MEXICO. 


To the Right Reverend the Bishops of Delaware, 
Connecticut, Ohio, Pennsyluania, Western 
New York, Long Island and Albany, consti- 
tuting the Mexican Commission of the Prot- 
estant Episcopal Church in the United States 
of America : 


Although the Diocesan Synod of the Valley 
of Mexico has, through its Standing Commit- 
tee, asked me not to withdraw from my work 
nor to resign the jurisdiction of that diocese; 
and has made this request, to use the Com- 


|mittee’s own words, ‘‘ unanimously, heartily 
and resolutely,” nevertheless, 


I, Henry Chauncey Riley, Doctor of Di- 
vinity, censecrated to the office of Bishop of 
the Diocese of the Valley of Mexico by 
Bishops of the said Protestant Episcopal 
Church, in the City of Pittsburgh, on the 24th 
day of June, A.D., one thousand eight hundred 
and seventy-nine, influenced by your fraternal 
counsel and request, do hereby present to 
you my resignation of my jurisdiction as 
Bishop of the Valley of Mexico, and do here- 
by pledge myself to exercise no Episcopal 
authority, or perform Episcopal acts in said 
diocese, or in the Republic of Mexico—and 
I further promise to forbear all exercise of 
the functions of my said office, except with 
the advice and consent of the Mexican Com- 
mission, or on the invitation of the Ecclesias- 
tical Authority of some diocese for service in 
the diocese concerned, or in a vacant Mission- 
ary jurisdiction by appointment of the Pre- 
siding Bishop of the said Protestant Episco- 
pal Church.

MISSIONARY SCHOOL IN NEW YORK. 

Miss Extuts writes of the Missionary School in New York: ‘‘ There is 
much that is cheering, so decided an interest is taken in the religious instruc- 
tion imparted daily. I see a change and a great one in many. A number of 
former pupils have visited me during the past few months, many of whom are 
secret believers, or openly professed Christians. It has been my pleasure to 
place in a Christian family one of our former pupils. She is doing well. I 
expect to place another shortly. I have lately given away six Bibles and three 
Prayer Books to former pupils. In visiting others, I find the Bible, in all 
cases where it has been given, treasured, and in many instances well read. I 
have been surprised to see the interest evinced in many instances in showing 
me the volume given several years back. I feel more and more encouraged 
that the seed sown has taken root, and will increase in Gop’s own good time. 

<‘T have a very interesting new family of three children—two boys and a 
girl—who a short time ago knew nothing of the Scriptures, or the Saviour. 
The girl is now my best Bible scholar, and the best instructed in the Church 
Catechism. She loves the Saviour, and is a Christian at heart. Those who 
have been baptized in our School are acting and living consistently.” 

On another occasion, referring to the sending of a missionary box by the 
Jewish children to Hope Indian School in the jurisdiction of Bishop Hare, 
Miss Ellis says: ‘‘ Our Indian box is packed and ready for the expressman. The 
value in full is $16.20. To-day has beena missionary one forus, Hope School 
children had sent to me and to the school a great many letters and Indian 
compositions. We had a Missionary Service, consisting of hymns and collects 
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suitable for the occasion, with the reading of the Indian children’s missives. 
The final touch was put to the box. It has made a great impression upon the 
children, and they feel happy in the work they have done. Added to the 
pleasure is the benefit of a lesson taught them in true Christian charity.” 


THE CHICAGO MISSION. 

Tus Rey. Dr. Morrison, Missionary in Chicago, writes : ‘‘ The work goes 
on with its usual regularity, and, in some instances, with a greater degree of 
encouragement. For some reason I find among a certain class of Jews a 
greater willingness to discuss the claims of CHRIST.” 

Miss Morrison, in charge of the Missionary School for Jewish children, 
writes: ‘‘I have applications for membership in the Industrial School nearly 
every time we meet, but have had to refuse all new scholars on account of lack 
of room.” The total membership is reported seventy-five.
